WASHINGTON, March 15.—Seeretary 
Widom to-day made public the exact 
terms of the lease to the North Ameri- 
can Commercial company for a term of 
twenty years, from May 1st, 1890, of 
the exclusive right to engage in the 
business of taking fur seals on the 
islands of St. George and St. Paul in 
the territory of Alaska, and to send a 
vessel or vessels to said islands for the 
skins of such seals. 


The company agree to pay an annual 
rental of $60j000, a tax of $9.62f on 
each skin taken and shipped and fifty 
cents for each gallon of oil sold; The 
company is to deposit United States 
bonds of $50,000, face value, as securify 
for the rental. The company is to fur- 
nish to the natives such quantity of 
dried salt and salt barrels as the secre- 
tary of the treasury shall determine; 
eighty tons of coal annually; comforta- 
ble dwellings to be kept in proper re- 
pairs; school houses and competent 
teachers eight months in year; a house 
for religious worship; physicians and 
medical supplies and all tue necessaries 
of life for widows and orphans and the 
aged and infirm. 


Payments are to be made on or before 
April 1 of each year, beginning April 1, 
1891. The company is to furnish the 
natives employment and to give them 
just compensation therefore. The com- 
pany binds itself to abide by the regula- 
tion of the treasury department and by 
any limitations on the right to kill seal 
that the secretary of the treasury shall 
judge necessary under the law for the 
preservation of the seal fisheries. 


The number to be killed during the 
first year is not to exceed 60,000. The 
agents of the company are not to keep, 
sell, give or dispose of liquors to the In- 
dians. The secretary of the treasury 
can terminate the lease on proof that its 
provisions have been violated.

FATAL 
SLIDE. 


Pex^eins Silled in a Calamity 
at Tìròy, W. IT..-Bridge Ac- 
cident at Crlens 
Falls. 


TBOY, N. Y., March 16.—A calamity, 
resulting in the death of three pèrsons, 
occurred, in the lower part of the city 
at 3 o'clock this morning, when tons of 
clay and moistened earth swept down 
Warner's hill and carried before it a 
double brick house situated on the east 
side of Haverman's avenue, about one 
hundred feet south 
of Washington 
street. Not an intimation of the ap- 
proacl^g disaster was received. 


Thè residents of the locality went to 
their rest last night unconscious of tìie 
impending doom. 


They had lived uiider the shadow of 
Wariren's hill for years, and felt secure. 
The first note of warning came when, 
at 3 o'clock, a roaring sound was almost 
immediately followed by a crash that 
sounded for blocks away, and awakened 
householders to a scene which they will 
neter forget. 


The first arrivals at the spot were en- 
veloped in cloud|^of dust, and through 
the gloom a pile of debris was all that 
could be detected. 


Two hours elapsed before the extent 
of the accident could be learned, and 
not until daylight were the facts known. 


The occupants in the house were six- 
teen in number. The killed are: Mrs. 
Johanna Hogan, aged forty years, wid- 
ow; Mrs. Mary Noonan, her mother, 
aged eighty-eight years; Annie Bums, 
grandchild of Patrick Canfield, aged 
eleven years. 


The persons killed occupied sleeping 
apartments in the rear of the buildings. 
Others, who escaped miraculously, were 
in the front of the house. 


GLENS FALLS, N. Y., March 15.—At 
10:30 o'clock, this morning, an old 
wooden bridge across the Hudson river, 
connecting this city with South Gleni 
Falls, gave way, precipitating seven 
workmen to the rocijs beneath, a dis- 
tance ^of thirty feet. Two men were in- 
stantly killed, and their bodies rolled 
into the riv« r and floated away.

names are Sanscoui, a workman, and 
George Carr, a mail carrier, who was 
standing on the bridge watching the 
work.

This afternoon an inventory of the 
moneys, stocks and claims of the estate 
of the late William Fleming was filed 
with the county clerk. 
The document, 
a voluminous one, shows a total footing 
of $261,394 53, which represents the 
value of all the personal property. 


Of the important items the following 
are extracts:

This mill 
is located at Hartford City and was sold 
recently for $10,000. Col C. A. Zol- 
linger now manages the business. 


Equitable Life Insurance company, 
policy, $6,242.45. 


Aside from the above items the bal- 
ance of the total footing is listed in 
notes and mortgages, except interests in 
the Indianapohs Sentinel and the In- 
diana School Book company, the house-. 
hold effects, and smaller interests. 


It is estimated that the real estate 
will amount to greater value than thie 
personal property.

would 
probably show a value of $500,000.

HE question is often asked, 
Does the earth travel at the 
same rate in all parts of its 
I journey through space? Its 
orbit being elliptical, it must 
at 
some 
time 
approach 
neaici 
the sun than at others, and will 
take less time in moving through one 
part of its path than through another. In 
winter the earth is nearer the sun than in 
summer, and moves through space more 
ral)idh^ 
On the 1st of January- the earth 
is about three million miles nearer the 
sun than it is on the 1st of July, and, as 
the 
velocity of a planet 
increases 
with its nearness to the sun, the 
earth passes over one-half of its orbit 
in less time than over the other half. 
Between the vernal eijuinox, Avhich 
happens on the 21st of March, and the 
autumnal equinox, which falls on the 23d 
of September, the earth is one hundred 
and eighty-six days in accomplishing 
that half of her journey round the sun, 
•while the other half occupies only one 
hundred and seventy-nine days, it was 
said that, owing to the friction caused by 
the tides and other reasons, the earth is 
moving more slowly than it used, and 
that the days ai-e consequently lengthen- 
ing ; but as this is only to the extent of 
half a second in a century, it Avill be a 
Jong time before there is any apparent 
'difference. 


A SPECIAL to the St. Louis Globe-Dem- 
ocrat from Kosciusko, Miss., says: One of 
the most eccentric men Avho ever lived in 
the State of Mississippi is Frank O., of 
,this place. 
He is now 95 years of age, 
and his eccentricities, always great, have 
increased with his years. 
Seventy years 
ago he was a young lawyer and stood 
•^igh at the bar as a man of wonderful 
attainments. He was engaged to be 
married to a beautiful girl who died a 
short time before the wedding w.as to 
»have taken place. 
After the death of 
his affianced he developed a number ef 
peculiarities. He kept \ip his studies, 
but instead of devoting his attention to 
the practice of law, he went into any- 
thing and everything by which money 
could be made. 
His hair and beard were 
allowed to grow, his clothes became rag- 
ged, his shoes worn out and tied on Ijy 
means of twine. 
Soon he refused to bu}^ 
clothes and walked the streets with_ a 
blanket wrapped around him in Indian 
fashion. He built a house without doors, 
the entrance being from imderneath, 
ilike that of a turkey pen. Yet with all 
iiis eccentricities and miserly habits he 
.was respected on accoiuit of his great in- 
tellect, which seemed to be still unim- 
paired. A few years ago he married a 
.widow with several grown children, giv- 
ing each of the children a farm on his 
wedding day, but the marriage did not 
effect any change in his mode of life. He 
still occupies his hut, while his wife lives 
in another house. 
Even at his great age 
he retains his faculties, and there is no 
sharper trader than he in the State, his 
wealth being probably greater than that 
. of any other jnan in northern Missis- 
sippi. 


A CERTAIN young man of Louisville, 
Ky., who is very prominent in social 
circles, and whose name is withheld, as 
he is very sensitive on the subject, has 
upon his neck a most curious formation. 
It lies just below the band of his shirt 
collar, which he wears high to conceal it, 
and is a lump of flesh that is an exact 
copy of a large blackberry. 
Nothing 
could be a more faithful representation 
of the fruit, th^tiny globules being pres- 
ent, with even the barely perceptible fila- 
ments between, and only the color being- 
lacking. 
But the most 
remarkable 
feature of this mark is that it is small and 
flabby all the year until the season when 
blackberries ripen, when it swells and 
^rows firmer, keeping pace in its enlarge- 
ment with the ripening of the fruit.

KNITTING carpets is a home industry in 
Germany, where it is carried on by women 
and girls of all classes. It is more"dur- 
able than woven rag carpet. 
Knitted 
carpet schools have been established in 
many towns, and itinerant carpet-makers 
travCT from place to place teaching the art 
of cai-pet knitting for a small remunera- 
tion. 
The carpet is kj;iit of strips of tex- 
tile goods, such as woven rag carpet is 
made of. The knitting is done with 
wooden needles, and for convenience 
the carpet is made only about twelve 
inches wide, the widths being joined to- 
gether by sewing in the usual manner. 
Knitted in strips from six to eight inches 
wide, it serves admirably as a border for 
remnants or short pieces of Brussels or 
other carpet made into rugs. 
Knitting 
carpets is also a Canadian domestic in- 
dustry. 


A CURIOUS human being died at Siegor 
Island, N. B., a few days ago, of whom 
the outside world knew nothing, but was 
wonderingly spoken of in her own neigh- 
borhood as ' 'the girl who sewed with her 
mouth." This "girl" was fifty years old 
when she died. 
Her name was Maiy

POPULAR SCJENCE. 


PROF. EI^SOM DISCUSSES MANY IN- 
TERESTING TOPICS. 


.Timely Advice to ConsumptivesWhat 
Physical Man Is Composed Of—How to 
Make a Xlglit Without a Match—Other 
Curious and Instructive Facts. 


Food and Consumption. 


Friend, you and I have dear ones we 
know must leave us soon by means of 
that devastating American 
jplague, 
Consumption! Let us reason together. 
At the tables of how many farmers 
and mechanics, I wonder, is the buck- 
wheat breakfast gone into disgrace ? 
We all readily can recall the time 
when countless multitudes of families 
broke their fast of twelve hours, and 
faced the work of a" blustering winter's 
day, with nothing but greasy buck- 
wheat cakes and molasses. 
They 
might almost as well have eaten saw- 
dust. 
And what had they for dinner? 
Salt pork and potatoes. And for sup- 
per? 
Potatoes and salt pork for a 
change—sometimes cold, and made 
palatable with vinegar! 
Oh, I forgot 
the pie—the everlasting pie, with its 
sugary center and its leathery crust— 
the one titillation of the palate that 
made life tolerable. 
Good bread and 
butter or milk, abundance of fruit, 
beef, mutton, and nutritions puddings 
—all thes'e things are within the 
reach 
of 
people 
who have Jeft 
the East, and at this time 
these 
sturdy Westerners are noted for being 
the most progressive farmers in the 
world; but they have cost something, 
and have not really been deemed 
necessary. The people have not real- 
ized 
thac what 
they regarded as 
luxuries were necessaries, and that the 
food upon which they have depended 
for protection from a more rigorous 
climate, and for the repair of the 
wastes of labor, has been altogether 
inadequate, and is leaving them with 
blood impoverished and lungs tuber- 
culated. 
After taking into account all 
hereditary influences, unon which doc- 
tors place great stress *n treating of 
the cause of phthisis, insiiflacient nour- 
ishment is alike responsible. 


In most instances the deposit of tu- 
bercle and the inflammation to which 
it naturally gives rise is directly trace- 
able to poor food. 
There are many 
men who by a change of living render 
the tubercles already deposited in their 
lungs harmless. 
Vitality becomes so 
high in its power that it dominates 
these evil influences, and they live out 
a tolerably long life with enemies in 
their lungs that are rendered powerless 
by the strength of the fluid that fights 
them. I have seen consumption cured 
again and again by the simple process 
of building up the forces of vitality 
through passive exercise in the open 
air and the supply of an abundance of 
nutritious food, and have not the 
least doubt that it can be prevented in 
most instances by the same means. 
# No human being can long endure the 
draft made upon it by a cold climate 
and by constant labor, unless it is well 
fed, well clothed, and well housed. 
Somewhere deterioration 
will show 
itself, and in all countries where peo- 
ple are poorly fed consumption deci- 
mates the populace. 
There should 
be by this time some improvements in 
the West and North in consequence of 
the increased intelligence of the peo- 
ple, but so long as so many of them 
are unsettled, moving and moving, 
leaving good places vacant to be taken 
by ignorant, often filthy, foreign popu- 
lation, it is not likely that statistics 
will show much less tuberculosis for 
years to come.

If we could hire doctors to keep us well, 
if a code of ethics could be adopted that 
they would only be paid for preventing 
disease, and could be permitted to jjre- 
scribe for each family its way of living, 
there would be but little difficulty in 
routing irom its stronghold that most 
fatal and persistent enemy of human 
life which we call consumption, but 
which is not, it being just the oppo-, 
site. 
Consumptives do not consume. 


Man. 


Demonstrations in chemistry 'have 
shown that man, the being that per- 
forms these marvelous things, is formed 
largely of condensed air, or solidified 
and liquefied gases; that he lives on 
condensed as well as uncondensed air, 
and, by means of the same agent, 
moves the heaviest weights with the 
velocity of the winds. The strangest 
part of the matter is, however, that 
thousands of these human beings com- 
posed of condensed air and going about 
on two legs, on 
account of the 
produciiou and supply of those forms 
of condensed air which they require 
for food and clothing, or on account of 
their honor and power, destroy each 
other in pitched battles by means of 
condensed air; and, further, that many 
of the i)eculiar I'owers of the bodiless, 
headless, conscious, thinking and sen- 
sitive beings, housed in this building of 
flesh, are the result. simply of its in- 
ter nal structure, and the arrangement 
of its particles or atoms; while chemis- 
try supplies the clearest proofs that, 
so far as concerns this, the ultimate 
and most minute 
composition and 
structure, which is beyond the reach of 
the inteUects of even this marvelous 
age, man is, to all ai3pearance, identi- 
cal with the ox, or even the lowest 
forms of animal creation. 


Eyes. 


By far the most remarkable arrange- 
ment regarding the eyes of animals is 
observable in the vision of the insect 
races. In this ini^ancè the eye is fixed 
to the head, whether because another 
provision is better is of no consequence ; 
but such is the iact, and see how na- 
ture has compenSted the lack of mov- 
ing processes. Jn the common fly, 
which offers a ready example, are seen 
two small, round projections at the 
side of the head. 
These little,. duU 
protuberances are not, as many sup- 
pose, single eyes. 
Each projection 
contains 
many thousands of eyes. 
These are pl&ced in rows, each one of 
which is capable of transmitting an 
impression of outward objects, and by 
this means the fly can see as well be- 
hind as before, as well down as up, and 
is therefore put on its guard against 
attack constantly... A German, natur- 
alist counted 6,266 eyes in a silk-worm. 
TJie writer of this article counted, by 
means of the microinetèr,' 14,000 eyes 
in a drpnefly, and, by the same method, 
27,000 eyes in a dragon fly. It has 
been pjoven by actual 
experiment, 
with the help of good microcopes, that 
each one of these eyes is capable of 
receiving an independent and distinct 
iihpressipn.

winter. 
This ingenious contrivance 
maybe carried in the pocket, and is 
used by the watchmen of Paris in all 
magazines where explosive or inflam- 
mable materials are stored.

There are many différences of opin- 
ion regarding what constitutes goo(^ 
milk. 
At creameries they use the 
lactometer, etc., as a dictator, when,it 
should be used only as a guide, as the 
chemist can prepare counterfeit milk, 
resembling the original in appearance 
only that the lactometer will pass as 
good, even above the average, but 
chemical analysis will detect at once, 
hence is the only infallible criterion of 
a pure article. The results of two hun- 
dred samples analyzed give the fol- 
lowing average component parts of 
good milk:

It is sadly surprising th« amount of 
ignorance in regard to the Bible wliich 
exists among church-members.

This discouraging condition is 
widespread. , An exchange says: 


"We dropped into a Christian En- 
deavor meeting connected with one of 
the largest churches in Boston the 
other evening.

But it was painful, 
when the Scripture was read to see 
several of the members, who were 
twenty years old at least, looking in the 
New Testament for the book of Micah.

This 
defect in Christian training is by no 
means peculiar to the church men- 
tioned. W^e see it everywhere." 


Aproi)os to the above is added: 
"A 
young pulpit orator, sent out from a 
very popular university not a thousand 
miles from Boston, was holding 
a 
"union" meeting with a well-known pas- 
tor. It was arranged that one part of 
the young brother's service should con- 
sist of reading the Scripture. 
While 
the singing which immediately preceded 
the Scripture reading was going on, he 
asked the pastor what Scripture he 
should read. He replied by suggesting 
a passage in the book of Daniel. 
The 
young man turned the leaves of the 
Bible vigorously, with ill-success, and 
just as the choir's entrance upon the 
last verse warned him that his time was 
almost come, he turned to his companion 
with a very nervous look, and said, 
'Where is Daniel, anyway ?"' 


Where Christ Suffered, and JJied. 


Rev. De Witt Talmage thus speaks of 
his experiences on his visit to Palestine : 
"The three months I spent in the 
Holy Land were a period of tremulous 
excitement. 
Again and again I have 
been overcome* with emotion as I saw 
with my eyes and touched with my 
hands the things Christ 
saw 
and 
touched. 
Leaving aside all questions 
of the sacred associations of Palestine, 
the natural scenery itself is majestic be- 
yond description. 
I took my dragoman 
one afternoon, just as the sun was set- 
ting, and, pointing to the landscape be- 
fore me, I said, 'I have stood on the 
summits of the Sierra Nevada Moun- 
tain&; I have climbed the highest Alps^ 
I have gone thiough the Yosemite Val- 
ley ; but never before in my life have I 
looked on such a sight as this.' Every 
nerve in my body thrilled as I reached 
one place after the other, and read the 
Gospels—Matthew, Mark, Luke, and 
John—on the spots where Christ once 
stood. 
Had I gone there an infidel, 
I would have been converted to Chris- 
tianity. 
I would have said it is irnpos- 
sible that the Scriptures are the inven- 
tions of impostors. 
I have eaten fish 
caught in the Sea of Galilee, have 
bathéd in it, and sailed on its waters. I 
desired to realize how the Apostles felt 
in the storm. 
To give you an idea of 
how quickly the storms arise on that 
inland sea, within five minutes after 
we had glided out, on a surface as 
sQioothas glass,'a temijest arose, swept 
down so fiercely, and the waves ran so 
high, that we, could only escape by 
landing at iDapemaum. I have as- 
cended Mount Calvary, and now I know 
-why it id called the Place of the Skull. 
To me it is a wonder that there was 


ever a dispute as to the identity of the 
place. lioolcing at the peak from a dis- 
tance, it resembles a hnman cranium 
with two sightless, sockets under its 
hroir. I went up to the spot where the 
three crosses stood, and, taking out mj 
Bible, I read to the friends around me 
thé Stoijr pi the crucifixion. As I stood 
JoiAîng down the slope of Calvai^I 
rock below me.

The cherished preservation of odd or 
particular coins as pocket-pieces is an 
old and harmless sort of idolatry • fre- 
quently indulged in by a large percent- 
age of humanity. 
Such souvenirs often 
possess intrinsic value as well as legend- 
ary importance, but, whether repre- 
sented by a ^ broad piece of gold or a 
battered copper-token, all have associa- 
tions or little histories of peculiar inter- 
est to their owners. When these treas- 
ures are under inspection in a social 
way, remarks of the following tenor are 
frequently heard: 


"This is the first bit of silver I earned 
when I left home." 


"I found this half-penny near Shaks- 
peare's tomb." 


"Daniel Webster gave that Spanish 
quarter to my father when a boy for 
holding his horse." 


"Here," said a man, noted for his un- 
thrift, "is the only money I ever saved, 
and I wouldn't have saved that were it 
)jot made of German silver." 


It is a custom for many kind old per- 
sons to say, while tendering a bright 
piece of silver or gold to an emigrating 
lad or lass: "Keep this in your ijocket 
and you'll always have money." 


The present and injunction are, per- 
haps, intended for a practical sugges- 
tion of thrift," although in most oases 
the lesson is likely to be disregarded. 
Few people possess the quaJity of econ- 
omy to an extent that will allow them 
to join Shylock in his boast of ability 
to make coins breed. 


A large number of these mementoes 
struggle into the hands of New York 
money-changers,, whose locations give 
them daily opportunity of dealing with 
emigrant arrivals. 
While speaking of 
this incident in the business, one broker 
said: "It used to give me a pang when 
some poor fellow or wqman would un- 
wrap a time-smoothened piece of foreign 
money or remove a perforated one from 
a chain or faded strip of ribbon, and 
tearfully offer it for sale or exchange. 
But one soon loses sentiment in this 
business, and in a matter-of-fact way, I 
simply pay for the weight of most of 
such odds and ends as you see heaped 
in that tray. I've had cases wherein 
persons who had struck prosperity have 
returned after a long time to see if their 
keepsakes could be identified and re- 
covered, but the crucible of the assay 
office had generally put them beyond 
hope." 


Sometimes a special piece of inoney 
is kept sight of with almost religious 
interest. Instances are known where 
pawnbrokers have made advances often 
enough on a revered coin to make the 
interest exceed its nominal value many 
times over. It is a case of indescribable 
horror when the owner of a metallic 
"mascot" or j)rized tailsman has paid it 
away in some unguarded 
moment. 
Hallowed heirlooms thus have been 
ruthlessly swept into the cofters of an 
unsentimental railroad or more profane 
tills. 
This risk is always likely to pre- 
vail, regardless of the many ways of 
safely storing such precious things. 
Nine out of ten of the devotees of these 
little gods would decline the use of 
safe-deposit boxes or bank vaults, be- 
lieving as they do that the luck or 
charm chances of the object only be- 
come potent by personal contact.—New 
York 
Tribune.

French meteorologists have lately 
made the agreeable discovery that M. 
Eiffel's tower will be of far more value 
for scientific experiments than was orig- 
inally imagined. 
It is, of course, un- 
necessary to remark that many observa- i 
tories in this country are situated at a 
much greater height above the sea, but 
this is not the point. 
The altitude of 
the structure itself renders it far more 
independent of the surrounding influ- 
ences than the average observatory, and 
actually places it in the sarcfe category 
as those erected' on mountains like the 
Pic du Midi. 
This has already been 
ascertained from 
observations made 
with a view to recording the velocity of 
the wind, it having been found that on 
the summit of the tower it is greatest at 
the very hours when the breeze is strong- 
est on the highlands. 
Thus at places 
situated no great height above the sea- 
level the yelocity of the wind is usually 
noticeable from noon to 2 jd, m., while 
it is less perceptib^ at daybreak. 
On 
elevated ground, on the other hand, 
the wind falls in the middle of the day, 
increasing after sunset. 


This last phenomenon has been re- 
peatedly remarked on the iron ^ile, 
though —as I may add from personal 
observation—what wind there may be 
almost invariably moderates in Paris on 
the approach of night. 
This is partic- 
ularly noticeable in summer, when 
there is almost always a dead sultry 
calm at sunset. 
Curious to relate, the 
temperature on the top of the Eiffel 
Tower is also more even than is the 
case on terra firma. Thus, while the 
average 
difference in Paris in the 
twenty-four hours amounts to 10 de- 
grees Centigrade, on the summit of the 
huge monument there is only a change 
of 5 degrees Centigrade, precisely the 
same variation as that recorded at the Pic * 
du Midi. In summer the thermometer on 
the tower stan^ lower and in winter 
higher than it does on the nound be- 
low. It is a noteworthy fact that while 
sometime ago a severe frost prevailed 
here, a strong, warm breeze was blow- 
ing above, and that for upward of three 
days this pleasant temperature was en- 
joyed On the summit of the tower before 
Parisians had the benefit of it. In short, 
those nieteorologists who have regular 
opportunities of testing the resources of 
M. Eiffel's structure are eloquent in its 
praise, 
declaring ^ that it is . simply 
unique as ftn observat^ry.—Xonc^on 
Tiligraph,

The old songj sung so often and so 
effectively at many a temperance meét- 
ing, "Where is My Wandering Boy To- 
Night?" should have a companion piece. 
The title of it need not be changed^a 
great deal—only one word—and let it 
read, "Where is My Wandering Girl 
To-night?" 


It is a question that ought to find an 
utterance from many a father's and 
mother's lips in Fort Wayne. The boys 
go wrong. Hundreds of them are go- 
ing down to ruin every day and night as 
fast as sin can take them, but they are 
not alone. Many of the other sex have 
thrown themselves into the whirlpool 
and are going around and around and 
approaching its center with each passing 
day. You ask, how? 
Wait and we 
will tell you. 


The writer, with a purpose in view, 
stepped into one of the saloons of this 
city the other afternoon. 
In the rear 
was a room for "social drinking." 
At 
ooe of the tables were two of the city's 
fast young men and two school girls— 
young in years and belonging to re- 
spectable families. Beer glasses stood 
on the tables and the party was a 
merry 
one. 
Glass 
after 
glass 
of the foaming stuff had been imbibed, 
and in reçly to a question our reporter 
wab told, "Oh, the girls are used to 
beer. 
They have drank it here before. 
It is a common thing with them, and 
they come here frequently. They are 
school girls and they are out for a little 
fun." 


But this was not all. 
The girls, it 
was said, became sometimes quite intox- 
icated, and were often out with their 
companions until a late hour of the 
night and staggered to their homes 
after having "a round of fan"—a good 
time they called it—and if their parents 
kn«w it, they were unable to check 
them. 


This saloon—and it does not stand 
alone in the city of Fort Wayne—is a 
meeting place for 
young men and 
women. Here they l^gan their de- 
bauches and ended them—God knows 
how. tJnder the influence of intoxi- 
cants they cared nothing for reputation 
and rushed on to ruin only to repent at 
their leisure. 


Entering that saloon at a late hour 
last night our reporter saw the same 
scenes enacted—^not one couple, but 
two, three, four-^drinking beer and 
having a "jolly good time," so they 
called it. 
" The result of leading such a life on 
the part of any young lady cannot but 
result in doing harm. It leads to ruin, 
sure and certain, and the sooner the pa- 
rents cail a "halt" on such actions of 
their daughters the better. They are 
repeated every day and night of the 
year, almost, here in Fort Wayne. Pa- 
rents, while they are guarding their sons 
against the temptations of the wine 
cup, should not forget to throw a pro- 
tecting influence around their daugh- 
ters. Many of them are rushing head- 
long on the road to ruin and they do not 
realize where it is leading them to. 
Ask the question occasionally "Where 
is my wandering girl to-n^ht?" It may 
save yon many future sorrows and heart 
aches.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., March 15.--:Not- 
withstanding the manifesto of the Cath- 
olic prelates of Wisconsin, Gtovernor 
Hoard is willing to stand or fall with 
the Bennett law. ïhis settles the course 
which the republican state conventioii 
must pursue. If Governor Hoard is to 
receive a nomination the platform must 
contain no criticism of this law, nor 
even a bint that it should be amended. 
When spoken to at Madison to day on 
the subjfct the governor fraukly said: 
"If it is necessary for me to go down 
sustaining the principles underlying the 
Bennett law, I will gladly go down. If 
there is any portion of the law that 
works a hardbhip to any individual it 
should be amended. Or, if the efficiency 
of the l»w can be increased by an 
amendment then I should say make the 
amendment. But there are two princi- 
ples of the law that must not be lost 
sight of for a moment—the right of the 
state to see to it that every child shall 
receive the rudiments of an education, 
and the right of every child to receive 
such an education. 
These are funda- 
mental American principles, and I shall 
do all in my power to support them and 
see that they are carried out." 


There is no longer any question that 
the Germans of the state are divided on 
the question. The fact that the Mil- 
waukee Turners at their meeting last 
night indorsed the law conclusively 
shows that all is not harmony in regard 
to this matter even in the German- 
American ranks. While the religious 
Germans are almost a unit in opposing 
the law, it is argued that a majority of 
those who are not identified with any 
church organization are as strongly in 
favor of it. At any rate, the fight 
is only just begun, and what promises 
to be the liveliest campaign in the his- 
tory of Wisconsin is yet to begin. 
Nearly every man and woman in the 
state is already manifesting an.unusual 
amount of interest in the issues that 
have been so far presented. 


BAOINE, Wis., March 15.—Catholic 
circles here are greatly stirred up over 
the manifesto of the bishops against the 
.Bennett law. One Irish Catholic priest 
and one very prominent member of his 
flock—an Irishman—openly 
denouuce 
the action of Archbishop Heiss as an in- 
terference with the personal rights of 
citizens. The measure is well received 


by the German Catholics, but the Irish 
churchmen are angry. The latter claim 
that the bishops favor the Germans in 
their official acts.

Well, hp who shonld 
be permitted to return on the pathway 
of his earthly life and live it over again 
would find as lonely and sad a pilerim- 
age. It would be an exploration of the 
dead past. 
The old school-house, the 
old church, the old home, the old play 
ground 
either 
gone or occupied by 
others, and for you more depressing 
than was our' Pompeian visit in No- 
vember. 


Beside that, would you want to risk 
the temptations of life over 
again? 


again i 


The fact is that no intelligent and 
right fearing man is satisfied with his 
past life. We have all made so many 
mistakes, stumbled into so many blun- 
ders, said so many things that ought not 
have been said and done so many things 
that ought not to have been done, that 
we can suggest at least ninety-five per 
cent, of improvement. Kow would it 
not be grand if the good Lord would 
Bay to you: 
"You can go back and try it 
over again. I will by a word turn your 
hair to brown or black or golden, and 
smooth all the wrinkles out of your 
temple and cheek, and take the bend out 
of your shoulders, and extirpate the 
stiffness from the joint and the rheuma- 
tic twinge from the foot, and you shall 
be twenty-one years of age and just 
what you were when you reached that 
point before." If tbe proposition were 
made I thipk many thousands would ac- 
cept it. That feelings' caused the ancient 
search for what was called the Fountain 
of Youth, the waters of which 
taken 
would turn the hair of the octogenarian 
into the curly locks of a boy, and how- 
ever old a person who drank at that 
fountain he would be young again. The 
island was said to belong to the group 
of the Bahamas, but lay far out in the 
ocean. The great 
Spanish 
explorer, 
Juan Ponce de Leon, 
fellow voyager 
with Columbus, I have no doubt felt that 
if he could discover the Fountain of 
Youth he would do as much as bis friend 
had done in discoverying America. So 
he put out in 1512 from Porto Rico and 
cruised about among the Bahamas in 
search of that fountain. I am slad he 
did not find it. There is no such foun- 
tain. But if there were and its waters 
were bottled up and sent abroad at a 
thousand dollars a bottle, the demand 
would be greater than the supply, and 
many a man who has come through a 
life of uselessness, and perhaps sin, to 
old age would be shaking up the potent 
liquid, and if he were directed to take 
only a teaspoonful after each meal would 
be so anxious to make sure work he 
would take a tablespooniul, and if di- 
rected to take a tablespooniul 
would 
take a glassful. But some of you would 
have to go back further than to twenty- 
one years of age to make a fair start, for 
there are many who manage to get all 
wrong before that period. Yea, in order 
to get a fair start some would have to go 
back to the father and mother and get 
them corrected; yea, to the grandfather 
and grandmother and have their life 
corrected, for some of you are suffering 
from bad hereditary influences which 
started a hundred years ago. Well, if 
your grandfather lived his life over 
again and your father lived his life over 
again and you lived your life over again, 
what a cluttered up place this world 
"Would be, a place filled with miserable 
attempts at repairs. I begin to think 
that it is better for each generation to 
have only one chance and then for them 
to pass off and give another generation 
a chance. 


Beside that, if you took life 
over 
again, you would have to take its deep 
sadnesses over again. 
Would you want 
to try again the griefs and the heart 
breaks and the bereavements 
through 
which you have gone? 
What a mercy 
that we shall never be called -to suffer 
them again! We may have otuezs bad 
enough, but those oid ones never again. 
Would you want to go through the 
process of losing your father again or 
your mother again or your 
companion 
in life again or your child again? If 
you were permitted to stop at the sixtieth 
milestone or the fiftieth milestone or 
the fortieth milestone and re^ace your 
steps to the twentieth, your experience 
would be something like mine one day 
last November 
in Italy. 
I 
walked 
through a great city with a friend and 
two guides, and there were in all the 
city only four persons and they were 
tbose of our own group. We went up 
and down the streets, we enteved the 
houses, the museums, the temples, tbe 
tbeaten. We examined the wonderful 
pictures on the walls and the most ex- 
quisite mosaic on the floor. In the 
•treets were the deep worn ruts of 
wagons, but not a wagon in the city. 
On tbe front steps of mansions the 
Wittd "Welcome, . in Latin, bat no 
^m«n being io greet vs.. The o^ly

The Eev. T. De Witt Talmage preached 
in the Academy of Music on- the 
morn- 
ing of Sunday, March 9, to an overflow- 
ing congregation. 
After 
expounding 
appropriate passages of Scripture he 
announced bis subject to be: 
"Would 
You Like to Live YourLifeOverA^ain?" 
His text was Job ii, d: "All that a man i 
hath will ho give for his life." 
He said: 


That is untrue. 
The Lord did not say 
it, but Satan- said it to the Lord, when 
the evil one wanted Job still more af- 
flicted. 
The record is: "So went Satan 
forth from the presence of the Lord and 
smote Job with sore boils." And Satan 
has been the authorof all eruptive disease 
since then, and he hopes by poisoning 
the blood to poison the soul. 
But the 
result 
of the diabolical 
experiment 
which left Job victor proved the lalsity 
of the Satanic remark—"All that a man 
hath will he give for his life." 
Miiny a 
captain who has stood on the bridge of 
the steamer till his passengers got off 
and he drowned; many an engineer who 
has kept his hand on the throttle valve 
or his foot on the brake until the most 
of the train was saved while he went 
down to death through the open draw- 
bridge; many ii 
fireman'who 
plunged 
into a blazing house to get a . sleeping 
child out, s^acrificing his life in the at- 
tempt, and thousands of martyrs who 
submitted to fiery stake and knife of 
massacre and headsman's ax and guillo- 
tine rather than surrender principle, 
proving that in many a case my text 
was not true, when it says: 
"All that a 
man hath will he give for his life." 


But Satan's falsehood was built on a 
truth. 
Life "is very precious, and if we 
would not give up all tbeie are many 
things that we would surrender rather 
than surrender it. We see how precious 
life is from the fact that we do every- 
thing to prolong it. Hence all sanitary 
regulations, all study of hygiene, all 
fear of draughts, all waterproofs, all 
doctors, all medicines, all struggle in 
crisis of accident. 
An admiral of the 
British navy was court martialed for 
turning his ship around in time of dan- 
ger and so damaging the ship. 
It was 
proved ayaiust him. But when his time 
came to be heard he said: 
"Gentlemen, 
I did turn the ship around and admit it 
Was damaged, but do you want to know 
why I turned it? There was a man over- 
board, and I wanted to save him, and I 
did save him, and I consider the life of 
one sailor worth all the vessels of the 
British navy." 
!No wonder he was vin- 
dicated. 
Life indeed is very precious. 
Yea, there are those who deem life so 
precious they would like to repeat it. 
They would like to try it again. 
They 
would like to go back from seventy to 
sixty, from sixty to fifty, fr«m fifty to 
forty, from forty to thirty, from thirty 
to twenty. I purpose for very practical 
and useful purposes, as will appear be- 
fore I get through, to discuss the ques- 
tion we have all asked of others, and 
others have again and again asked us— 
would you liKe to liVfe your life over 


As we cannot lire our lives over again, 
the nearest we can come to atoiCS£or the 
past is by redoubled holiness and in- 
dustry in the future: 


'Tia wortn a wise man's past of life, 
'Tia worth a thoasand years of strife. 
If thou canst lessen but by one 
The countless ills beneath the smi. 


If this rail train of life has been de-

As I supposed it would be, there are 
I multitudes of young people listening to 
' this sermon on whom this subject has 


uncoasecrated you have cot on so far 
tolerably well, if nothing more 
than 
tolerable. As for myself, though my 
life nas been far from b iing as con- 
secrated as I would'like to have had it, 
I would not wont to try it over 
again, 
lest next time I would do worse. Why, 
just look at the temptations we have all 
passed through and just look at the 
multitudes who have gone 
completely 
under. 
Just call over the roll of your 
school mates and college 
mates,'the 
clerks who were with you in the same 
store or bank, or the operatives in the 
same factory with just as good prospects 
as you, who hove come to complete mis- 
hap. 
Some young man that told you 
that he was going to be a millionaire 
and own the fastest trotters on West- 
chester turnpike and retire by the time 
he was 35 years of age, you do not hear 
from for many years, and know nothing 
about him until some day he comes into 
your store and asks for 5-cents to get a 
mug of beer. You, the good mother of 
a household and all your children rising 
up to call you blessed, can remember 
when you were quite jealous of the belle 
of the village who was sotranscendently 
fair and popular. But while you have 
these two honorable and queenly names 
of wife and mother, she became a ^ o q r 
Waif of the street, and went into the 
blackness of darkness forever. 
Live 
life over again? 
Why, if many of those 
who are now respectable were permitted 
to experiment, the next journey would 
be demolition. 
You go through, as Job 
says, by the skin of the teeth, 
Next 
time you might not get through at all. 
Satan would|say : "I know him now bet- 
ter thon I did before, and have for fift.y 
vears been studying his weakness, and I 
will weave a stronger web of circum- 
stances to catch him next time." 
And 
Satan would concenterhis forces on this 
one man, and the last state of that man 
would be worse than the first. My 
friends, otir faces are in the right di- 
rection. 
Better go forward than back- 
ward, even if we had the choice. The 
greatest disaster I can think of would be 
for you to return to boyhood in 1890. 
Oh, if life were a smooth Luzerne or 
Cayuga Lake, I would like to get into a 
yacht and sail over it, not once, but 
tw:ce—yea, a thousand times. But life 
is an uncertain sea, and some of tbe 
ships crash on the icebergs of cold in- 
difference, and some take fire of evil 
passion, and some lose their bearings 
and run into the skerries, and some are 
never heard of. 
Surely on such a 
treacherous sea as that one voyage is 
enough. 


Besides all this, do you know if you 
could have your wish and live life^over 
again ii would put you so y u c h further 
fiom reunion 
with your 
friends in 
Heaven? If you are in the noon of life 
or the evening of life you are not very 
far from the golden gate at which you 
are to meet your transported and em- 
paradised loved ones. 
You are now, let 
us say, twenty years or ten years or one 
year off from celestial 
conjunction. 
Now suppose you went back in vour 
eartlily life thirty years or forty years 
or fifty years, and what awful postpone- 
ment of time of reunion! It would be 
as though you were going to San Fran- 
cisco to a great banquet and you got to 
Oakland, four or five miles this side of 
it, and then came back to Hoboken or 
Harlem to get a better start; as though 
you were going 
to 
England to be 
crowned and having come in sight of 
the mountains of Wales you put back to 
Sandy Hook in order to make a better 
voyage. 
The further on you get in life, 
if a Christian, the nearer you are to the 
renewal of broken u p companionship. 
No; the wheel of time turns in the right 
direction, and it is well it turns so fast. 
Three hundred and sixty-five revolu- 
tions in a year and forward, rather than 
three hundred and sixty'-five revolutions 
in a year and back^yard. But hear ye! 
hear ye! while I tell you how you may 
practically live your life over again and 
be all the better for it. You may put into 
thej-emaining years of your life all you 
have learned of wisdom in your past 
life. You may make the coming ten 
years worth the preceding forty or fifty 
years. 
When a man says he would like 
to live his life over again because he 
would do so much better, and yet goes 
right on living as he has always lived, 
do you not see that he stultifies himself? 
He proves that if he could go back he 
would do almost the same as he has 
done. If a man eat green apples some 
Wednesday in cholera 
time 
and is 
thrown into fearful cramps and ^ays on 
Thursday: "I wish I had been "more 
Mudent in my diet; oh, if I could live 
Wednesday over again," and then on 
Friday eats apples just as green, he 
proves that it would have been no ad- 
vantage for him to live Wednesday over 
again. And if we, deplorinij our past 
life and with the idea of improvement, 
long for an opportunity to try it over 
again, yet go on making the same mis- 
takes and committing the same 
sins, 
we only demonstrate that the repetition 
of our existence would afford no im- 
provement. It was green apples before 
and it would be green apples over again. 
As soon as a ship captain strikes a rock 
in the lake or sea he reports it and a 
buoy is swung oyer that reef and ma- 
rines henceforth stand off from that 
rock. 
And all our mistakes in the past 
ought to be buoys warning us to keep in 
the right channel. 
There is no excuse 
for us if we split on^the same rock 
where we split before. 
Going 
along 
the sidewalk at night where excavations 
are being made, we frequently see a 
lantern on a framework, and we turn 
aside, for that lantern says, keep out of 
this hole. 
And all along the pathway 
of life lanterns are set as warnings, and 
by the time we come to mid-life we 
ought to know where it is safe to walk 
and where it is unsafe. 


Besides that, we have all these years 
been learning how to be useful, and in 
the next decade we ought to accomplish 
more for God and the church and the 
world than in any previous four decades. 
The best way to atone for past indolence 
or past transgression is by future assi- 
duity. Yet you often

A Description of the Mannei; in Which Its 
Business I s 
Condi^cted—The I^ingo of 
the Institution—Bulls and B©ai-s—Puts, 
Calls, Straddles, Margins, Etc., Etc. 


HE Eialto, 
which 
Shakspe ire's

lock designates 
as 
"the 
place 
-where 
merchants most do 
congregate," was — 
at that golden time 
when the daughters 
' of Venice "had tbeir 
I dowers from spoils 
•of nations, and the 
exhanstle s s 
E a s t 
poured in her lap all gems in spaikling 
showers"—^the greatest trading mart of 
all the world. 


But in the dnys when Antonio the mer- 
chant paced up and down the costly mosaic 
pavement, and looked in vain for tbe white 
sails of his returning ships, the busiuess 
there transacted was but trifling in com- 
parison with that to be dispatched at a 
far distant time in the exchanges of our 
then iindi>covered America. 


While the palaces of Venice are "crum- 
bling to the shore," and she is sinking 
bock to the morass from which she rose, 
Chicago, within the narrow span of one 


conrBe, mtioli to leam and is often con- 
fused. 
In time, however, it becomes a 
second nature, aud he knows almost in- 
stant y what is being said. 
In this he is 
largely aided by ft studj^ of the lips of 
bidders and comes to know the uttered 
words without having heard an articulate 
sound. 


When an offer is accepted the parties 
make a note of the sale. At the same 
t me a man wearing a gilt-laced cap and 
occupying an elevated box be^^ide the pits 
make a meuiorandum of the transaction. 
These men, of whom there is one for each 
pit, are the oflacial reporters of prices. 


One portion of the floor is railed off, 
and here may be seen more than 100 tele- 
graph operators engaged in receiving aud 
seud n« dispntches. 
One man, the of- 
ficial telegr pher, occupies a commanding 
position and seuds out, for the benefit of 
the commercial world, actual transac- 
tion the moment they are closed. 
It is 
upon these reports that the market is 
said to rise or fall. 


At the south end of the great hall, in a 
conspicuous position, are huge 
dials 
upon which are indicated the fluctuations 
of the leading comnjodities. This is done 
by hands, as on a clock, which jerk about 
so rapidly that no one but an expert can 
learn anything from them. 


Although produce to the value of many 
milliuns of dollars is sold upon the board 
for actu 1 delivery, the greao bulk of all 
the business done is of a speculative na- 
ture. A buys from B wheat, or other 
cdmmodity, for future delivery. 
If the 
price advances, and A sees fit to demand 


the m-'zket of the particular cbmmodiiy. 
By this means prices can be forced up to 
almost any figure desired, since "shorts" 
—those who have sold—cannot 
obtain 
the goods to deliver to the "longs"—those

fihort human life, has far surpassed the 
highest commercial glory ever attained 
by the mighty cit« of th-e Doges. 


Chicago was founded, on trade. 
It had 
its beginniuii as a post where gooJs w«re 
bartered with Ind.ans, at many times 
their value, lorttie furs and pelts of ani- 
mals. As the red man began to recede 
before the advance of civilization, it be- 
came a distributing point for the necessa- 
ries of white st-ttleis. 
The West, seem- 
ingly a« "exhauiitless" as the East, from 
which Venice drew her splendor, contin- 
ued her «upport. 
Thus trade increased, 
and with it came population, push, en- 
ergy—and a great city was the result. 


Of the insiitutions which have made 
the Chica.o of the past, and are prepar- 
ing for the building of a still more glori- 
ous Chicago for the future, the Board of 
Trade is enutled, perhaps^ to the veiy 
•foremost mention. 


This is a theme of which, though much 
has been written, very little is probably 
understood. 
This is not because the 
subject is so intricate, but for the reason, 
probably, that so much is taken for 
granted, and passed by without explana- 
tion. 


To write the history of the Board -of 
Trade would .be to write the commercial 
history of the Garden City. SuflSce it to 
say that it haJ a beginning as small, in 
comparison, as the "acorns" from which 
the "tall oaks," in the old declamation, 
^rew. A membership, which costs now 
several thousHud dollars, was issued to 
the charter members at the very modest 
charge of 
From insignificant quar- 
ters it hits risen by gradations until it oc- 
cupies a verit.ible palace. 


The B«ard of Trade building stands on 
Jackson street, and occupies half a block. 
It is a majestic structure, rising to a vast 
height, its vane being 335 feet above the 
pavement, making the ten and twelve 
story buildings in the neighborhood look 
dwarfed in comparison. 
In connection 
with the lower part of La Salle street, 
•which terminates at its granite front, this 
building presents an appearance certain- 
ly as fine as any similar structure in. 
America. 


A stranger to the modus operandi, en- 
tering one of the fialleries, looks down 
upon what seems a second Bubel.

his goods, he makes a profit, which is set- 
tled by paying the difference in money. If 
the price declines the seller will be the 
gainer. 
Thus the tranQ,action is only a 
wager as to the fluctuations of the ar- 
ticle within a given time. 


Margins are certain sums, so much per 
bushel of corn or tierce of lard, depos- 
ited by the parties to cover losses by 
reason of possible advances or declines. 
When the original margin has been swept 
away by fluctuations the fortunate party 
may call for an increase, which the other 
must put up if he wishes to maintain his 
credit. 


The first day of each month, unless it 
chances to fall on Sunday or a holiday, 
is the day for settling the transactions of 
tfie preceding month which have not 
been before closed up. 
The ruling prices 
at the closo of the preceding session 
form the basis of adjustment. These set- 
tlements are mad« on the board.

guish words such as "buy" and "sell,''bnt 
«rhat is being done, and how., remains as 
great a aaiystc^ as eves. 


But it IS with the business and not th<e 
bailding that we have to do. 


On the floor of the|high-ceUinged hall, 
where th« business of the Board is trans- 
acted« are & number of eireular depres- 
sions' furuished with steps, upon which 
traders can stand without oostnicting 
«ach other's view. 
These are the "pits, 
and veritable pit-falls they have proved 
to thousands. 
This is the open market, 
where produce and provisions are bought 
and sold. 


This i» not done after the manner of 
an auction, with competing bids. 
One 
man is shouting, "Sell 10-87^;" another, 
"Buy 5-87;" which, in the phraseplogy of 
the pit means, that the one offers for salé 
10,000 bushels of wheat, or corn, accord- 
ing to which p t it is in, at 87| cents per 
bushel, and that the other offers one- 
eighth of a cent less for 5,000 bushels of 
the same staple commodity. 


As scores, sometimes hundreds, are 
shouting at once, it^ is often impossible 
for the sharpest ears to distinguish the 
words of eny one in particular,. To make 
offers intelligiblé, a sort of- deaf and 
damb alphabet has béiin adóptéd. When 
ft hand is thrust up with the palm out- 
ward it signifies sell; with the back ex- 
gosaditmeans buy. Each finger allowed 
t remain upright stands for 5,000 bosh- 
e l f . , 4 trader new to the business has, of 


men and boys fly hither and thither, 
handing slips of paper to others. 
These 
are in reality warehouse receipts, which 
show that the commodity is stored at a 
certain place and subject to the order of 
the owner. These receipts, being negotia- 
ble, iire banded from one to another und 
made to do service many times over, until 
they come at last to the hands of the men 
Who are the real owners or carriers of the 
goods. Thus, vouchers calling for I0i»,000 
bushels of com may be made to settle 
ditterences aggregating many millions. 


It is only recently that deliveries were 
made on the board. Not veiy long ago 
they were required to be made at the 
difl:erent offices. Settling day then pre- 
sented a'lively scene. 
Young men, gen- 
erally destitute of coats, flew rather 
than ran through the streets, dodged 
vehicles, darted into buildings, vaulted 
u,p flights of stairs, and tumWed d-own 
again in a mad endeavor to deliver their 
•receipts before the striking of the omin- 
ous bell upon the Board of Trade Build- 
ing, which marked the close of the busi- 
ness day. Many a broken arm or other 
«erious injury has been thus received, 
and many a suffering youth, unmindful 
of pain, has hurried along to make his 
deliveries and save his employer from 
Joss. 


Like every.other institution, the Board 
<of Trade has a nomenclature peculiar to 
itself. 
Those who believe the market 
Will advano«, and play the game os that 
theory, are called "bulls," while "bears" 
^ e men who expect to see prices decline 
and accordingly sell that they may profit 
by the fuU. A strong or rising market is 
termed "bullish," and "bearish" when 
falling. 


Bulls and bears, in the just sense of 
the terms, are yoor true speculators. 
They adhere to their theory of an ad- 
vance or fall, and don't turn aside from 
'it until convinced of their error. 


The "scalper" may be termed the bcsh- 
whaeker of peculation. 
He acts in the 
present 
He is a bull or a bear as he 
can see a chance to nip a small profit, 
say » "split," or I-IG of a cent. Ha 
watches the movements of other and gen- 
erally larger operators, and takes advan- 
tage of little advances and breaks which 
may continue but a few minutes, and 
which the genuine speculator, particu- 


who have bought—without paying the 
price demanded. 


The troub.e with comers is that they 
very often—in fact, in a clear majority of 
cases—fail to corner, and in that event 
the losses are commensurate with what 
the gains might have otherwise been. 
Not only are millionaires thus bankrupt- 
ed but thousands of small fry, who have 
pinned their faith and invested their last 
dollar in the success or failure of the 
scheme, go down with them. 


"Puts" and "calls" are terms of very 
general use. 
They are frequently called 
privileges. 
The buyer of a "put" pays a 
certain sum for the privilege of selling 
during a certain time, usually a day, a 
certain thing at a certain price. 


A "call" is the privilege of buying on 
the same terms. 
They are sold for small 
sums, and the purchaser generally "drops" 
the amount invested. 
In cases of un- 
usual fluctuation, however, large profits 
are made on "puts" and "calls." In the 
history of the Board, $10,000 has more 
than once been made from an investment 
of $100- A "straddle" is a combined, put 
and call, and is taking chances ooth 
ways. 


A large portion of the buying and sell- 
ing is done by brokers. 
Many of these 
act for wealthy operators, who not in- 
frequently have several brokers on the 
floor at the same time, operating, to all 
appearances, at cross-purposes. 
There 
are many tricks among speculators, and 
finessing is as useful on the Board of 
Trade as in a game of whist. 


Many of Chicago's people speculate 
through a broker on the board. 
The real 
harvest of the latter comes, 
however, 
from the countrymen, or more properly, 
the residents of small cities and towns. 
These, dazzled by the fortunes of which 
they continually read as having been 
made in a day, are constantly pouring 
money into that insatiate hopper of 
speculation, from whence it passes into 
a mill, the tolls of which are exceedingly 
heavy. 


Granting that the small outside oper- 
ator is as likely to win as lose, and has 
capit il to carry on his speculations, he 
is, in the long run, almost certain to quit 
a loser; for, by reason of 
continual 
grinding, the entire grist is consumed by 
the broker in the form of commissions- 
tolls. 


Board of Trade men are, for the most 
part, a rollicking set. At times they act 
like a lot of schoolboys, playing on each 
other all manner of pranks. If one had 
Ithe value of all the hats that have been 
destroyed on the Chicago Board of Trade, 
he would be a wealthy man. 
Sticking 
burning papers in hats, and emptying sam- 
ples of flour over each other, aie common 
amusements. 


Many of the large fortunes of Chicago 
were amassed on the board, and many of 
the heaviest operators were once poor 
men, and that not many years ago, either. 


Many a man, prosperous for a time, 
has gone down under a run of ill-luck, 
and never again got on his feet. 
The 
city abounds in men whom speculation 
has ruined, without leaving them the en- 
ergy to earn a respectable livelihood.— 
Ding hi Baldwin in C hicago 
Ledger.

neat looking, in shining new uniforms 
—alrhough, poor fellows, it is quite 
probable that, like many others in the 
service of the Sultan, their salaries 
were unpaid. 
All the servants of 
the 
harem were decked out in white gar- 
ments, beautifully embroidered. 
Be- 
ing but little accustomed to such ele- 
gance {clean linen is a luxury to them), 
they hardly dared move lest 
they 
should spoil their finery. The visiting 
party consisted of the Empress, two of 
her ladies of honor, and the Sultan. 
As they entered the gates they found 
the odalisques—^beautiful young girls 
from Circassia, Armenia, and the Cau- 
casus, with a fair sprinkling of Gs^eks, 
drawn up in a row on both sides of the 
arched passage way, and all attired in 
the most elaborate toilets. 


Their dresses had been made ex- 
pressly for the occasion, and showed a 
remarkable variety <jf styles, some of 
them being of the latSst Parisian order 
and others a compromise between the 
robes of the Turkish lady of rank arid 
those of the Western European.

SEAL FISHERY LEASE. 


The Xovth American Commercial 


Company's Contract Hade Pub- 


lic by Secretary Windoni. 


WASHINGTON, March 15.—Secretary 


Widom to-day made public the exact 
terms of the lease to the North Ameri- 
can Commercial company for a term of 
twenty years, from May 1st, 1890, of 
the exclusive right to engage in the 
business of taking fur seals on the 
islands of St. George and St. Paul in 
the territory of Alaska, and to send a 
vessel or vessels to said islands for the 
skins of such seals. 


The company agree to pay an annual 


rental of 860,000, a tax of 89.62} on 
each skin taken and shipped and fifty 
cente for each gallon of oil sold. The 
company is to deposit United States 
bonds of $50,000, face value, as security 
for the rental. The company is to fur- 
nish to the natives such quantity of 
dried salt and salt barrels as tho secre- 
tary of the treasury shall determine; 
eighty tons of coal annually; comforta- 
ble dwellings to be kept iu proper re- 
pairs; school houses and competent, 
teachers eight months in year; a house 
for religious worship; physicians and 
medical supplies and all t-je necessaries 
of life for widows ntul orphans and the 
aged and infirm. 


Payments are to be made on or before 


April 1 of each year, beginning April 1, 
1891. 
The company is to furnish the 


natives employment and to give them 
just compensation there-fore. The com- 
pany binds ikelf to abide by the regula- 
tion of the treasury department and by 
aay limitations on the right to kill seal 
that the secretary of the treasury sbail 
iaclge necessary tinder tho law for the 
preservation of the seal fisheries. 


The number to be killed during the 


first year is not to exceed 69,000. The 
agents of the company are not to keep, 
sell, give or dispose of liquors to the In- 
dians. The secretary'of tho treasury 
can terminate the lease on proof that its 
provisions have been violated.

Prices, 25o. and 50o, 


FATAL LAND SLIDE. 


Three Persona Killed In a Calamity 


at Troy, X. Y.-Brldgo Ac- 


cident nt filens 


Fall*. 


TROY, N. 1"., March 15.—A calamity, 


resulting iu tho death of three persons, 
occurred, iu the lower part of tho city 
at 3 o'clock thi* morning, when tons of 
clay and moistened earth swept down 
Warner's hill and carried before it a 
double brick bouse situated on tho east' 
side of Havermnn's avenue, about one 
hundred feet south 
of Washington 


street. 
Not an intimation of the ap- 


proaching disaster was received. 


Tho residents of the locality went to 


their rest last night unconscious of the 
impending doom. 


They had lived under the .shadow of 


Warren's hill for years, and felt secure. 
The first note of warning cams when, 
at 3 o'clock, a roaring sound was almost 
immediately followed by a crash that 
sounded for blocis away, and awakened 
householders to n scene which they will 
never forget. 


The first arrivals at tho spot were en- 


veloped in clouds of dust, and through 
the gloom a pile of debris was all that 
could be detected. 


Two hours elapsed before the extent 


of the accident could be learned, and 
not until daylight were the facts known. 


The occupants in the house were six- 


teen in number. The killed are: Mrs. 
Johanna Hogan, aged forty years, wid- 
ow; Mrs. Mary Noonan, her mother, 
aged eighty-eight years; Annie Burns, 
grandchild of Patrick Cnnfield, aged 
eleven years. 


The persons killed occupied sleeping 


apartments in the rear of the buildings. 
Others, who escaped miiaculonsly, were 
in the front of the house, 


GLENS FALLS, N. Y., March 15.—At 


10:30 o'clock, this morning, an old 
wooden bridge across the Hudson river, 
connecting this city v.ith South Glens'

Rev. De Witt Talmage thus speaks of 


his experiences on his visit to Palestine: 


"The three months I spent in the 


Holy Land were a period of tremulous 
excitement.

Had I gone there au infidel, 
I would have been converted to Chris- 
tianity. I would have said it is impos- 
sible that the Scriptures are the inveu 
tions of impostors. 
I havo eaten fish 


caught' in the Sea of Galileo, havo 
bathed in it, and sailed on its waters, 
desired to realize how the Apostles felt 
in the storm. 
To give you an idea of 


how quickly the storms arise on that 
inland sea, within five minutes after 
we had glided out, on a surface as 
smooth as glass,-a tempest arose, swept 
down so fiercely, and the waves ran so 
high, that we could only escape by 
landing at 'Capernaum. I have as- 
cended Mount Calvary, and now I know 
why it is called the Place of the Skull. 
To me it is a wonder that there was 
ever a dispute as to the identity of the 
place.

SO3IE EIFFEL'TOWBK 
DlSCOTEltlES, 


French meteorologists 
have lately 


made the agreeable discovery that !\L 
Eiffel's tower will be of far more value 
for scientific experiments than was orig- 
inally imagined. It is, of course, un- 
necessary to remark that many olwerva- i him pointin' at his vitals, but 
torics in this country are situated at a more daceut book than it looks. 
much greater height above the sea. but 
this is not the point. The altitude of 
the structure itself renders it far more 
independent of the surrounding influ- 
ences than the average observatory, and 
actually places it in the same category 
as those erected on mountains like the 
Pic du Midi. This has already been 
ascertained from 
observations made 


with a view to recording the velocity of 
the wind, it having been found that on 
the summit of the tower it is greatest at 
the very hours when the breeze is strong- 
est on the highlands. 
Thus at places 


situated no great height above the sea- 
level the velocity of the wind is usually 
noticeable from noon to 2 p. in., while 
it is less perceptible at daybieak. OR 
elevated ground, on the other hand, 
the wind falls in the middle of the day. 
increasing after sunset. 


This last phenomenon has been re- 


peatedly remarked on tho iron pile, 
though -as I may add from personal 
observation—what wind there may be 
almost invariably moderates in Paris on 
tho approach of night. This is partic- 
ularly noticeable in summer, when 
there is almost always a dead sultry 
calm at sunset. Curious to relate, the 
temperature on the top of the 
Eiffel 


Tower is also more even than is the 
case on terra tirma. Thus, while the 
average 
difference 
in Paris in the 


twenty-four hours amounts to 10 de- 
grees Centigrade, on the summit of the 
huge monument there is only a change 
of 5 degrees Centigrade, precisely the 
same variation &s that recorded at the Pic 
du Midi. Iu summer the thermometer on 
the tower stands lower and in winter 
higher than it docs on the ground be- 
low. 
It is a noteworthy fact that while 


sometime ago a severe frost prevailed 
here, a strong, warm breeze was blow- 
ing above, and that for upward of three 
days this pleasant temperature wns en- 
joyed on tho summit of the tower before 
Parisians had the benefit of it. In short, 
those nieteorologists who havo regular 
opportunities of testing the resources o: 
M. Eiffel's structure aro eloquent in its 
praise, 
declaring that it is simply 


unique as an observatory.— Lomlor 
Telegraph.

Chicago was founded on trade. It had 


its hegiunins! as a post where goo Is wnre 
bartered with Ind.ans, at many times 
their value, lor the furs and pelts of ani- 
mals. As tho red man began, to recede 
before the advance of civilization, it be- 
came a distributing point for the necessi- 
ties of white s.ttleis. The West, seem- 
ingly as '-eshaus-tless" as the East, from 
•which Venice drew her splendor, contin- 
ued her support. Thus trade increased, 
and with it came population, push, en- 
ergy—and a great city was the result. 


Of the institutions which havo made 


the Chica ,o of the past, aad are prepar- 
ing for the building of a still moie glori- 
ous Chic igo for the future, tho Board of 
Trade is 'entitled, perhaps, to the very 
ioremost mention 


This is a Iheme-of which, though much 


'has been written, very little is probably 
•understood. This is not because the 
subject is so intricate, but for the reason, 
probably, that so much is taken for 
granted, and passed by without explana- 
tion. 


To write the history of the Board of 


Trade would .be to write the commercial 
history of the Garden City. Suffice it to 
say that it ha I a beginning as small, in 
comparison, as -the "acorns" from which 
the "tall oaks," in the old declamation, 
grew. A membership, which costs now 
several thousand dollars, wns issued to 
the charter members at the very modest 
charge of ?5. From insignificant quar- 
ters it his risen by gradations until it oc- 
cupies a ver.t.ible palace. 


The Beard of Trade building stands on 


Jackson street, and occupies half a block. 
It is a majestic stnicture, rising to a vnst 
height, its vane being 335 feet above tho 
pavement, making the ten and twelve 
story buildings in the neighborhood look 
dwarfed in comparison. In oonnection 
with the lower part of La S-dle street, 
•which terminates at its granite front, this 
building presents an appearance certain- 
ly as tine as any similar structure in 
America.

tering one of tho (salleries, looks down 
upon what seenss a second Bubel. Be 


his goods, he makes a profit, which is set- 
tled bv paying tho difference in money.

One 
man is shouting, "Sell 10-87J;" another, 
"Buy 5-S7;" which, iu the phnseology of 
the pit means, lhat tho one otters for sale 
10,000 bushels of wheat, or corn, accord- 
ing to which p t it ig in, at 87J cents per 
bushel, n'nd that tho other offers one- 
eighth of a cent less for 5,000 bushels of 
tho same staple commodity. 


As soorei. sometimes hundreds, are 


shouting at once, it. is often impossible 
for the sharpest ears to distinguish the 
words of any one in p irticular. To make 
oftcr; intelligible, a sort of deaf and 
dumb alphabet has been adopted. When 
a hand ii thrust tip with the palm out- 
ward it signifies sell; with tho back ex- 
posed it mran<! buy.
